IMMIGRATION. 

There is no question that the results 
of Cenada’s immigration efforts in 
Great Britain during recent yeass has 
been to say the least’ disappointing. 
We have an expensive high commis- 
sioner in Lovdoo, an immigration 
agent at Liverpool and various other 
immigration agencies in different 
parts of the three kingdoms. We 
spend a gveat deal of money on Brit- 
ish immigration and get veryi little 
of it. Many reasons are assigned) for 
the present small fiow of British im- 


migrants to vanaaa. vue giant mind 
on this side of ithe Atlantic suggest- 
ed that the supply of Britishers for 
immigration purposes was exhausted. 
Another equally stuperdeous intellect 
on the other side of ihe waiter still 
more recently suggested that the rea- 
eon was *that Britishers preferred (to 
remain in the temperate zone. 

Canada is what it is because of Brit- 
ish immigration in the earlier, years 
of last century, when the population 
of the Islands was not nearly as large 
as it is mow. Canada was in the tem- 
perate zone then as it is now. Butt 
conditions have changed, and methods 
must change with them. The returns 
show that although the population of 
the beart of the: empire is consiantly 
increasing, there is a great! outflow 
of population year by year, some- 
times larger and sometimes smaller 
but never ceasing. This flow is chiefly 
directed to the Unived States, to Aus- 
tralia and to Sowth Africa. How to 
get a fair share of it directed to Can- 
ada is the question. In the first place 
we only want that parid which is 
euited to the condivions here. Immi- 
gration unsuited to the country, is 
worse than none. The scheme most 
likely to meet the case would seem to 
be thai being handled by R. Adamson, 
who brought out a party of Scottish 
farm laborers to Manitoba during the 
summer and is now returning, for an- 
other party. It may seem that for 
an agent to cross the ocean twice to 
secure the coming of fifty or a hun- 
‘ired young men is to some extent a 
waste of effort. But nov sco much of 
a waste as the keeping up of an ex- 
pensive immigration staff year after 
year without any results at all. The 
advantage of the plan being followed 
by Mr. Adamson is that neither time 
nor money are wasted on uasuitabie 
men. The agent knows the king of 
men he wants, and having interested 
them he steys with them until they are 
placed in their pew surroundings. In 
this way every stroke counts. And 
better have a bundred men suited to 
the country by temperment, experi- 
ence and ambition thas) a thousand 
who would be a drag upon it. Expen- 
sive offices and officers; attractive 
pamphlets and lantern lectures are 
all very well in their way, but they 
should be aided and followed up by 
a personal canvass. It sbould not’ be 
forgotten that the men. who are want- 
ed at home are the men who are want- 
ed abroad. The man who is too easily 
induced to change his place of abode 
is the least good whatever change he 
makes. The man who will pot leave 
the Old Country unless he bas a pretty 
eure thing in the new is the mas whom 
the new country wants most. Anda 
petsonal canvass by a practical man 
is the only way to get such men. Thai 
ihey can be got the success of Mr. 
Adamson's first effort proves. It may 
ne mentioned that the large Scandina- 
vian settlements near Wetaskiwin ‘are 
the work of one agent, C. O. Swanson, 
who conducts his business in that way. 
He canvasses the people he wishes ta 
come, collects them into parties, ac- 
companies them to their, new homes 
and sees them located before he 
leaves them. Mr. Swanson has secur- 
ed more settlers from the States for 
Canada by his rersonal efforts during 
ihe past seven years ‘than the whole 
Canadian immigration staff emrpioy- 
ed in the British islands have. There 
is no doubt from the experience of 
Mr. Adamson that like \methods in the 
British islands would produce like re-
